Class  History

In  May,  we  had 
our  Junior  Prom  for  the  benefit  of  the  Washington  Trip.  We  had  a  money  raffle  for 
this  same  benefit. 

For  the  fourth  and  last  lap  of  our  journey,  we  elected  the  following  officers:  Robert
